Winter  Stars  Now  at  Best 

February  is  the  best  month  for  viewing  the  brilliant  winter  constellations.  The  "seven 
sisters"  of  the  Pleiades  may  be  seen  on  a clear  dark  night,  James  Stokley  reports. 


> WITH  THE  COMING  uf  EVvruary,  the 
brilli,mt  constcl!»it!ons  of  winter  arc  ni  thdr 
best  for  evening  viewing.  These  arc  shiiwn 
on  die  .kcompanying  n\.ips,  which  depict 
the  skies  as  they  look  about  ten  pan.,  your 
ou  n kind  of  standard  time,  at  the  first  tif 
i'ebniarv.  Hy  the  middle  of  the  n^ontli  tlicy 
will  I14VC  lire  wine  npjtcarancc  about  nine 
o'clock.  At  the  end  of  the  month,  eight  is 
the  correct  time. 

However,  as  in  January,  no  planets  arc 
shown.  All  of  the  five  that  reach  naked  eye 
visibility  arc  so  nearly  in  line  with  the  sun 
that  they  cannot  now  he  seen. 

The  brightest  star  shown  is  Sirius,  di* 
realy  south.  This  is  in  the  constdlation  of 
Canis  Major,  the  great  di^.  Astronomers 
indicate  the  brightness  of  a star  by  the  units 
called  magnitude;  the  smaller  it  is,  the 
brighter  Is  the  scar.  Sirius  is  so  much 
brighter  (nearly  11  times)  than  a typical 
star  of  the  first  magnitude  that  its  magni- 
tude is  less  than  zcro^ininus 

Caiiiv  Major  is  one  of  two  d>  gs  among 
the  Cf^usrdljtions.  The  other  is  higher  in 
the  sky:  CJjnis  Minor,  the  little  dog.  In  it 
!>  Pnx’vn*  still  x hrillianl  star  though  unlv 
about  4 tenth  as  bright  as  Sirius. 

As  pictured  on  the  ancient  star  maps, 
which  the  figures  around  ;he  stars, 

the  dogs  accompany  Orion,  tlie  warri.'^r  He 
is  .lUue  and  the  right  of  Canis  M.m  r, 

The  feature  to  look  for  here  is  a r.nv  of 
tliree  stxTs  whh  one  much  brighter  .ib^^e 
ami  IhtIow,  7'hc  tipper  is  called  Beteb^euse 
and  the  tower  RigeK  Both  of  them  .vrc  of 
the  first  magnitude.  The  three  ^t-’r^  in 
row  briween  Rigcl  and  Betel geu>e  form 
Orion's  belt.  'Hiese  are  second  magnirudc 
and  po^xcss  individual  names — Alnink, 
Almlam  aiwl  Mintaka,  going  from  left  to 
right — but  these  arc  seldom  used. 

Still  higher  than  Orion,  anti  farther  right, 
vou  will  find  a brilliant  and  reddi^'h  star 
catlai  Atdcbaran,  which  U in  Taurus,  the 
bull.  I'lic  star  marks  the  biiirs  eye:  a Utile 
t«^  the  riijhc  is  the  fatiious  Unwe  star  cluster 
called  the  Pleiades.  Ami  al>ove  Taurus  is 
.\uriga,  the  charioteer.  Its  brightest  star  is 
Capella,  shown  on  the  map  of  the  nothern 
skv. 

High  in  the  south*  above  Canis  Minor,

star  is  Pollux,  His  brother.  Castor,  is  just

To  the  north,  wt  sec  tlie  familiar  figure 
of  iVsa  the  great  bear,  in  the  north- 

east; Cisdopcia,  the  queen*  in  the  north- 
uesL  and  Androtneda,  the  princess*  fartlier 
s\esf.  Alwvve  is  Perseus*  the  champion*  with 
Algol*  a famous  variable 

The  Pleiades*  in  Taurus*  are  a group  of 
stars  tJtat  will  repay  some  further  condcra- 
fion*  Much  has  been  wriuen  about  them. 
In  the  Bible  Job  asks*  '*Canst  thou  bind  the 
sweet  influences  of  the  Plciatles?*’  According 
to  the  Graeco-Roman  ntythulog^v  they  were 
the  seven  daughters  of  Atlas  and  Pleione*  so 
(hev  are  often  called  the  seven  sisters.  But 
if  you  look  at  the  duster  with  the  naked 
eye*  you  will  probably  only  be  able  to  see 
six  stars*  This  has  led  to  the  mvth  of  the

'lost  Pleiad"  and  a great  amount  of  folk- 
hire  to  explain  why  one  is  missing*  Perhaps 
one  of  the  stars  did  shine  more  brill ian tty 
in  the  past  chan  it  docs  now  and  that  U 
wfiy  the  ancient  writers  referred  to  seven 
ilsters* 

Look  for  the  Ploiados 

If  your  eyesight  is  unusually  keen*  and 
you  have  a dark*  dear  night,  veu  may  be 
able  to  see  two  or  three  more  of  the 
Pleiades*  With  even  a small  telescope  you 
can  see  over  a hundred*  w hile  astronomical 
photographs  reveal  thousands* 

Try  looking  at  them  with  bincrculors  or 
even  opera  glasses*  Some  of  the  surs  vou 
will  ice  are  shown  on  the  special  map*  Find 
flic  Pleiades  in  the  Mnjthwestern  ^kv  in 
1‘aurus.  Face  south  and  hold  the  map  of 
the  Pleiades  up  as  if  reading  a botk  held 
at  arm‘s  length.  Now  move  your  rlrht  arm 
to  the  uiuthwest,  rotating  the  map  to  "he 
right  si>  that  the  upper  Iclt  har- 
piHnts  directly  upward.  The  matf  t:\en 
atatches  the  actual  positions  of  the  Piet  ides 
in  the  iky* 

The  si!<  that  are  usually  seen  wt:h  the 
n.ikcd  eye  are  Atlas  (magnitude  4,5 1 , 
Alcvone  (J)*  Merope  (5)*  Maia  Taiv 
geta  (5.1)  and  EJectra  (4*6)*  Pleione, 
Sierope  and  Cebeno  arc  each  about  63 
magnitude*  and  it  is  generally  considered 
that  the  fifth  magnitude  ii  about  die  flint- 
esr  that  can  be  seen  without  opdeal  aid. 

In  plotting  the  mocions  of  the  stirs* 
astronomers  have  found  that  those  in  the 
Pleiades  are  traveling  together  like  a flock 
of  birds.  They  arc  moving  along  lines  that 
are  realty  parallel  but  which  lecm  to  con* 
verge,  on  account  of  perspective*  They  are 
converging  toward  a point  in  Orion,  a little 
to  the  east  of  Betelgeuse*  Quite  a number  of 
faint  stars  near  the  Pleiadn  are  moving  in 
the  same  way*  thus  demonstrating  their 
membership  in  the  cluster* 

At  present  the  Pleiadet  are  at  a distance 
that  their  light,  traveling  136,000  miles 
every  second*  takes  nearly  500  years  to  reach 
us.  Long  exposure  photographs*  through 
large  obicrvittiry  telescopes,  show  that  the 
stars  are  enveloped  in  a cloud  of  dust* 
which  shows  up  by  the  starlight  that  it 
reflects* 

February  brings  the  year's  first  eclipse* 
but  unr  much  of  it  vs  ill  [>e  seen  in  the 
UniU'd  St.ites  ami  C.in.iti.i,  Along  the  west 
voa%r  die  iiin,  Just  as  it  U setting  on  Pcb.

will  l>c  p.utly  covered  by  the  dark  iltsc  of 
the  moon. 

However,  the  nux>u  will  ccMupIctely  cover 
the  sun*  and  a total  eclipse  will  be  vidble, 
along  a path  lo  UKl  miles  wide.  This 
starts  in  norneo  as  the  sun  is  rising*  then 
passes  over  the  OIcIks,  Cer.im,  New 
Guinea,  the  Solomon  Islands  and,  after  a 
long  stretch  of  open  cxean*  Palmyra  hbnd* 
which  is  about  1,300  miles  smith  of  Hono- 
lulu* After  that  the  path  goes  toward  the 
northeast,  ending  as  the  sun  is  setting 
about  a thous.irul  tinier  west  of  lower 
California. 

At  Palmyn,  the  sun  will  he  totally 
edipsed  for  more  than  three  ndnutes.  At 
Salamaua*  at  the  eastern  end  of  New 
Guinea*  the  eclipse  will  last  about  2K  min- 
uta.  Farther  east*  the  duration  wdll  be  less, 
and  the  sun  will  be  more  poorly  pl.iced  in 
the  sky*  However*  many  astronomers  have 
taken  up  positions  along  the  eclipse  track, 
to  observe  features  of  the  sun  that  can  Ixat 
be  icudtcd  when  the  moon  hides  the  bril- 
liant solar  disc*
